They 
will ofton put on stock to the full capacity 
of tho pasture nt its best, and before tho 
drought conies everything is oatou bare 
Iheu tho pasture suffers.

grnss nro ciposoil to tho scorching sun, nnd 
thoy soon succumb to its power. 


Should cnttle bo at any timo in danger of 


ohoking by ronsou of any foreign substaaco

hon s egg; dampen it with molasses BO that 
it can bo comprosaed Into a ball nnd will ad- 
hero closely; elovnto the nnimnl's bond, puil 
out tho tonguo, aud crowd tho ball an fnr 
down the throat as possible. In fifteen 
minutes it will cause sickness and vomiting, 
relaxing the muscles so that the potnto, or 
whatever may bo choking it, will bo thrown 
up.

THE LAKD OF MIDIAK. 


IA correspondent of tho Times, writing 
from Alcxnndria, informs tlio public that 
(Joptain Durton, tlio African traveller, 1ms 
nmde a "find" of unusual interest. 
At tho 


request of tho khedivo ho has visited tho 
"Iniid of Midian," tho desolate region on 
Iho eastern side of tho Gulf of Akuba, the 
easternmost of the two lonj; and narrow os- 
tuarios in which tho Ited Sea ends. 


Accompanied by M. George JInrio, u 


French ougmoor, Captain Burton landed in 
Midian on April 2d, nnd in an exploration 
of some weeks explored a region full of 
ruined towns, built of solid masonry, with 
made roads; aqueducts fivo miles long, ar- 
tificial lakes and maasivo fortresses, all 
marking a wealthy and powerful people. 
Their wealth was based on mining opera- 
tions, and Captain Burton reports tho ex- 
istence of gold, silver, tin, antimony jind 
iurquoibu mines. The auriferous region is 
extensive: indeed, the discoverer believes ho 
has opened up n California, and the khe- 
(live proposes to havo tho country worked 
by European capitalists.
